The German sailors inter/ied 
at Fort MePherson. 6a., soon 
will, be engaged in tilling the soil 
in order to inereate the produc- 
tion of fisod erop^ In thia coun- 
try, if present plana are carried 
out. It ia atated that the author- 
ities a^ only waiting until all 
arrangements can be made for 
compensating the Germans for 
their labor, as required by in- 
ternational law. A strip of land 
will be given them at the foot or 
nearby, and every effort will be 
made to raise at least. enough 
food to feed the furiaiMiers and 
enough to eare for United States 
aoldiera, too, if possible. 

The Germans now no longer 
sahite Old Glory aa waa the case 
when^they first arrived.

Roads s^built to serve the 
people. doubt the Fiscal 
coort of any' oooiity would be 
glad to Boriaoe with some sort of 
matsrial all the roads of the 
eoonty in one year, but Buch is 
impossible with the limited funds 
at their disposal. It, therefore 
resolves itself into building first 
the main roads, because they ac- 
commodate the greatest number 
of people and the people demand 
that the main roada shall be 
kept in good eonditlon. 

When aid for the Standing of 
public roads is given by a state, 
tliey usually designate a system 
of roads upon which to expend 
the money, the idea being to lay 
out a system which accommo- 
dates the greatest number of 
people and can be built in a 
stated number of years with the 
funds available. Kentucky 
adopted the hiter-eoonty seat 
systeoi which eonqiriMS aboot 
eight thousand miles. Other 
states have the aasM system or 
else whs* is termed a "System 
of Roads." The inter- county 
seat system usually comprises 
about twice the mileage of the 
usual system of roods as outlined 
m most states, and consequently 
serves more people, yet requires 
longer to build. 

Statistics show that che inter- 
county seat system will accom- 
modate aboot ninety per cent., 
of thetrafSeof tbe eoonty, the 
people living on secondary roads 
will in most cases travel overooe 
of the inter>coonty seat roads in 
the transaction of their business 
affairs. They would at least use 
the road for a part of its dis- 
tance, because practically all sec- 
ondary roads lead into one of the 
mter-county seat roads and the" 
people living in such sections ap- 
preciate and want the main 
roads built first. 

It lies with the fiscal coortof 
the county to select tbe road or 
roads to be built each year and 
tne public should appreciate the 
fact that all the mam niads can 
not oe boilt at uue tin<e because 
of the lack of tunds, and tbat 
the roads should be built in the 
order of their importance, and 
when the inter- couaty seat roads 
are built t^he State will extend 
iid to the building o£ other roads 
m a county. 

Only a part of the regular 
county road fond is used to take 
advantage of State aid, the fiscal 
coort osing the remainder to 
work other roads in the county 
in whatever ipanner th^ deem 
proper. 

The highways are a system of 
transportation, the same as the 
fivers and railroads. A river is 
locked and damned, made suit- 
ible for traffic before its tributa- 
> ies, a raihroad company always 
luilds their main lines first and 
■ hen the branch lines, and the 
dme sh ould apply to the build- 
ing of roads— first eonstroctthe 
main lioel and then'the tribota- 
ries.

Here is what will happen when the 
Draft Bill, now before Ooogress l)e- 
comes a law:

tucky's General Assembly, called to 
consider tax reform, has adjouffied. 
After remaining in session aizty legia- 
latlve days since February 14, the law 
maimers adjourned sine die at 2:30 
O'clock last Wednesday. 

Sweeping changes in the fiscal 
affairs of the State ate provided for in 
kUis that have reosivad final and fa- 
vorable action at the hands of the 
legislators. The special Tax Commis- 
sion's three bills, which constltota the 
foundation for a modern tax system, 
were i>assed, essentially as drafted by 
the OoounlBsionera.. 

The ground floor measures called for 
the creation of a permanent Tax Com- 
atfniea wtth inquisatorial and mper* 
Tisory powers, reduce the State tax 
rate from 55 to 40 cents, separate and 
elassify property for taxation purposes 
and provide a apaelal tax on bank de- 
posits. 

Special license tax bills that will 
yield more than 81,000,000 annually al- 
so were passed during the special sess 
ion. The license taxes will be ooUeet- 
ed as follows: Distilled liquors, 150,- 
000; malt liquors. $100,000; crude oil 
1100,000: corporations. t60,0C0; race 
tracks, UOjm, aadUppk« prf villas

Tlie Americsn oil tank steamer was 

torpedoed and sunk by a German sub- 
marine on the 28th ult , 140 mites 
west of Barra. The Oaptain and part 
of the crew and nine American naval 
officers are missing. The ship was en- 
ronte to United States. 

Furious fighting characterized a re- 
newed British offensive along a ten- 
mile sector of the French front from 
the Scarpe River northward to the 
city of Lens, which began early Sat> 
urday morning and vwultedln a victo- 
ry for the British. 

Beports from the Britisli front say 
that the British were sooeflssfal on 
the Northern part of the battle sector 
and tliat they pressed forward more 
than a mile and ooenpied the town- of 
A rieux. Desperate resistance was en- 
countered on the Southern lialf of the 
sector brtween Oarrelle and Roeaz. 

At the latter place the fighting was 
described astiie "fiercest imaginable." 
Germaa eennter at|aeka were deliver- 
ed as sooiMstbe BritWi ieoeed any 
advance. 

The British teeed a well-orgwiixed 

trench system that had been destroyed 
only partly by the preliminary btm- 
bardment going on fOr several days 
By their advance the British, for the 
time at least, have broadened the 
wedge they previoosly drove tatoHie 
German lines near Gavrelle. 

Both Senate and House voted ap- 
proval of the AdmlntatraUon's pro- 
posal to raise a great war army on the 
principle .of sejective conscription, 
voting down by OTorwhelming major- 
ities volunteer army amendments 
around which opponents of tlie Ad- 
ministratiofl plan had centered their 
fight, and passing the Select) vfe Draft 
liill without material change in the 
more fsaportant provlaions written in- 
to it by the army General Staff and ap- 
proved by President Wilson. The vote 
intheHonae waaflVto Mandln the 
Senate 81 to 9.

Most of the counties of tliis State 
liave insufficient funds to care for the 
tatal road naileage of t)ie county, but 
by pursuing: the proper oonrae the 
funds can be expended from jear to 
year in a way to accommodate the 
most people and be of Jastint; l)enefit 
This is possible if a few miles of road 
are properly built each year and cor- 
rectly maintained. At the end of 
each year a county would have several 
miles of good road, and at the same 
time other roade would be cared for in 
a temporary way. A man l)ecause of 
lack of funds may at the start only 
build two rooms of a five room house, 
one hundred rods of a one-thousand 
rod fence, etc., but they are added to 
from year to year, and in a short time 
the place is improved most attractive- 
ly: and there ia nothing peculiar about 
roads that the sasse thlaff can not be 
done. 

Some counties have been spending 
money for roads for the past one hun- 
dred years and to-day ttiere is not a 
mile of good road in the county. In 
every county where state aid has been 
accepted and roads built there is to- 
day a road, and in a number of eoan- 
ties the only roads are those built un- 
der State supervision. Most of the 
counties only expend a part of their 
regular fund in taking advantage of 
State Aid. The remainder being used 
throughout the various magisterial^ 
districts. Take for example a county for the stomach 
with a thirty thousand dollar road 
fund, suppose they set aside nine 
thousand for state aid, leaving twen- 
ty-one thousand,, tlie State subscrilied 
nine thousand and roadh to the extent 
of eighteen thousand are built under 
state aid and built properly, but I ask 
any man if the other twenty-one thou- 
sand is in most caaea as wisely expend- 
ed and at the end of a period of years 
which investment will prove the 
wiser? 

Last year tlie various counties of 
Kentucky, ouiittiug bond issues, lev- 
ied and collected for road purposes 
something over {23,001,000. about 9700,- 
OOO.-of^ which waa apMit under State 
aid, Hieatate glvl^ a like amount 
and tiie rbads built show for them- 
selves, but I do aak tlie people to eon- 
sider if the other tl.8QQ^€00L was as 
economically invested?
